ANNA CASE 

Anna Cue, a member of the 
Metropolitan Opera Company, la the 
daughter of a mechanic in South 
Branch New Jersey. While helping 
her father in hie shop she amused 
herself by singing. In the course of | 
time her friends, becoming aware of 
her vocal posaibllitiea. urged her to 
take leaaona and advanced her the I 
money for that purpose. In due time 
Andreas Dlppel heard her sing and 
was much pleased with her voice, 
which la a high soprano. 

At the age of twenty she became 
a member of the Metropolitan com¬ 
pany* taking small parts and doing 
them so well (fiat a t the close of her 
first oontract she was re-engaged for 
a number of years. Her voice Is a 
lyric soprano of good volume and 
wide range, reaching with ease to “F” 
in alto. She was trained in New 
York by Madame Ohrstrom-Kenard. 

She has sung with great success In 
“Carmen," "Tales of Hoffman^ 
"Rosankaveller." and other operas, 
and also on the concert stage. 

RICCARDO MARTIN 

Riccardo Martin, who is sometimes 
spoken of as the “Kentucky tenor 
with a foreign accent," was born at 
Hopkinsville. Kentucky. At the age 
of fifteen he went abroad to study 
the piano. He returned to America, 
however, and entered Columbia Uni¬ 
versity where he became a pupil of 
Mar Dowell, who was at that time 
professor of music in that university. 
He acquired some proficiency In 
composition and wrote several songs 
and a chorus, which was sung by 
the Mendelssohn Glee Club. In this 
way he came in contract with many 
singers of prominence. 

He now returned to Germany, but 
soon went to Italy and applied for 
admission to the conservatory of San 
Pietro Amerjello.

Being thus repulsed. Mr. Martin re¬ 
mained in Naples and studied with 
Ben Corelli, who taught him enough 
to definitely ftx his purpose. 

He began hie operatic career at 
Nan tea In 1904, singing in “Faust." 
He then went to Verona and sang 
• Ponchielil's “Andrea Chenier." This 
gave him a reputation in Italy and he 
wes invited to sing the same opera 
at the Del Vernie Theatre in Milan. 
He m ute his American debut in New 
Orleans. Martin Yras asked to sing 
st the Metropolitan Opera House by 
Omrt e d. In the p ress ne w of. Richard 
Strauss, who offered him an engage¬ 
ment at Berlin. He became a mem¬ 
ber of the Metropolitan company In 
1*08. * 

FEODOR CHALIAPINE 

Feodpr Chaliapina attained his 
prominence lif the operatic world 
only after trying many other occupa¬ 
tions. He was bom at Kaxan where 
he learned to read and writ*, and 
was then apprenticed to a shoemaker. 
He worked when about sixteen In a 
shop opposlte.to which was a baker's 
shop in which was employed Maxim 
Gorky, who had not then beffbn to 
write. 

He was fond of the theatre, and 
now and then he would throw- up his 
occupation and join a company of 
strolling players. He eventually be¬ 
came a pupil of Professor Quasotof j 
of Tiflla, who gave him his first real 
lessons In singing. These led to such 
good results that he was engaged at 
the opera at 8t. Petersburg—now 
Pntragrxrt ...... . .. 

One account of him is as follows: 
“Challapine. the Russian basso. Is a 
roan of large physical presence: his 
voice la as tremendous as his physical 
I aspect; at one moment Its suavity 
caresses, at another Its power over¬ 
whelms; he has a lively histronlc 
sense ... He is equally aa im¬ 
pressive in parts as different as 
“Meflstofele" and the comic Basillo 
of the “Barber of Seville."

Establishment of Aluminum 
Industry on the Sagenuay 
River Predicted 


Plans for the passage of dras¬ 
tic new town-planning legisla¬ 
tion at the next seaaion of the 
Provincial Legislature are being' 
worked out by the Government 
now. As a first step towards the 
passage of this legislation the 
Government is circularizing all 
municipalities iu the Province on 
the matter now. Copies of the 

town-planning law Introduced and 
tabled at the last session of the 
House are being sent to every muni - J 
clpal council with requests for sug¬ 
gestions and recommendation*, which 
will bo considered when the act is 
being debated by the Legislature. 

. The t Government circularised the 
municipalities in this way before 
but the scanty response Indicated 
small interest In the matter. Since 
then a number of municipal councils 
have been agitating for town-plan¬ 
ning laws to assist them In develop¬ 
ing their cities, and the Oovernment 
ha* decided to give thorn another 
opportunity to express their views 
effectively.

London, July 25.—With the decision of the French Gox’ernment 
to speed up the evacuation of the Ruhr, there soon will paaa into 
history a name which for nearly thirty months has been a synonym 
for European unsettlement. 

Though it was in its cssense a duel between France and Ger¬ 
many. the Ruhr adventure may be said in a sense to have begun, 
and still more emphatically to have ended, in Jjondoiv. After 
German voluntary default on reparations came the French decision 
to initiate separate action against Germany, -Freniier Poincaro 
finding unacceptable the scheme for an all-around settlement of 
debt* sad reparation* which lYemier 
Bonar Law put up to the intrr-Allied 
conference in December, 1)22. It 
ended barring accident* which hap¬ 
pily have not happened—with the I»n- 
don conference of August of last year. 

When the Dawes report wax accepted

London, July 25.—Official and private experiment* have been 
going on for some time pact in variou* part* of the country- for 
the extraction of oil from coal, and encouraging progress ha* been 
made. A low temperature carboniration plant ia being built juat 
outside Nottingham, and. if the project prove* successful, Notting¬ 
ham will be the first town to experience the Benefits of the new 
discovery. 

If coal could be turned into oil on a commercial basis and leave 
an efficient form of coke for general purposes, the present unsatia- 
factory position of the coal industry—snd, in fact, the whole 
country—might be reversed. 

Moreover, enormous importations

Importaat material. A number of 
consideration* should iculde thought 
upon the problem thus presented. 
Since the most satisfactory quality 
of recaption is obtained when the In¬ 
coming signal U relatively strong, the 
person interested primarily In radio 
broadcasting as an actual service, the 
delivery to him of agreeable enter¬ 
tainment and important news and in¬ 
struction, is served best at the pres¬ 
ent time by the local stations. There 
still are, on the other hand, a largs 
number pf people who derive their 
chief satisfaction from radio through 
the thrill of listening to broadcasting 
from great distances. The satisfying 
of this Interest must and will con¬ 
tinue, through the operation of many 
stations of about the power and loca¬ 
tion of present stations. 

“4 must be recognised, however, 
that all long-distance reception is 
necessarily subject to the interrup¬ 
tion* from atmospheric discharge# 
snd electrical Interference. There is 
always a certain amount of random 
electrical disturbance in the atmo¬ 
sphere. and to insure radio reception 
of high quality not vitiated In part by 
these disturbances It is neceswu-y 
that the received signal have an m- 
tensity above a certain minimum 
valvec ltd*/ therefore, not the power 
of the transmitting station nor the 
sensitivity of the receiving set which 
gives thf limit to genuine quality re¬ 
ception. hilt rattler the general lowt 
of intensity of atmospheric disturb¬ 
ances. 

•'All of the vast engineering*and 
amateur effort to make more sensi¬ 
tive seta can henceforth be considered 
as being spent for the benefit of the 
radio listener who desires high qual¬ 
ity. The needs of the latter class are. 
on the other hand, vitally dependent 
on the general planning of the sys¬ 
tem of broadcasting stations. The 
reasons why the local stations give 
technically superior quality and satis¬ 
factory reception Is simply because 
they deliver a radio wave to the re¬ 
ceiving antenna of an intensity great¬ 
er than that of the atmospheric dis¬ 
turbance. In order to deliver a sig- 
,nal of the same intensity to a larger 
number of people or a larger terri¬ 
tory it is necessary to use higher 
power in the transmitting station. 
This train of thought explains the 
evolatlon in the furnishing of broad¬ 
cast service which has brought us to 
the present use of Increased powsr."

To-day, 
however, there are certain well- 
ftonsidered rules which protect 
the sovereign from thoughtless 
ntinistess and which do not in¬ 
terfere with the responsibility of 
ministers for the efficient con¬ 
duct of state business.

The closer relationship be¬ 
tween the King and people cre¬ 
ates difficulties Subjects feel 
that they may address the King 
upon any grievance, and upon 
any hardship which may exist 
as the result of legislation. As 
a consequence, much of the cor¬ 
respondence which arrives at 
the palaoe, is, in effect, wrongly 
addressed. Letters which should 
properly be sent to the various 
Government offices, dealing 
with situations in which it 
would be improper and uncon¬ 
stitutional for the King to inter¬ 
vene. are posted to His Majesty. 

Though every subject has the 
ultimate right of appeal to the 
Kiug, and that right is never 
forgotten by the officials who 
sort His Majesty’s correspond¬ 
ence. it cannot be too well un¬ 
derstood that, up to a certain 
point, the law provides various 
means by which subjects, who 
feel themselves agrieved, can 
secure attention to theix. griev¬ 
ances. It is only when all these 
means of obtaining redress have 
been tried without success, ami 
when the subject feels still an 
injustice has been done, that the 
right of appeal to the Sovereign 
is properly exercised. Just as 
a man convicted of murder does 
not appeal to the King until 
he has attempted redress 
through every other channel 
which the constitution provides. 
In these circumstances, there is 
no other course open to the King 
but to send untimely appeals for 
his intervention to the state de¬ 
partments into whose province 
the subject of the appeal comes. 
As, however. His Majesty could 
spend the whole of his time 
reading such premature appeals, 
the work of re-addressing them 
must be left to the private sec¬ 
retaries.

It is surprising how many 
people still labor under the im¬ 
pression that their Sovereign is 
a very rich man. In point of 
fact, there are few men who are 
so sternly obliged to exercise 
economy in their finances.. Beg¬ 
ging letters form part of every 
mail. Then, too, there are ap 
peals for donations to institu¬ 
tions, and applications for royal 
patronage. Enterprising com 
mercial houses endeavor, in A 
variety of ways, to obtain the. 
royal interest for new commod¬ 
ities, and sometimes adopt sub¬ 
tle methods of introducing them. 

Not long ago, it was found 
that a sympathetic letter which 
had been wrongfully obtained 
.from, the King, by a correspond¬ 
ent, was being cleverly used for 
advertising purposes by a con¬ 
cern in which the correspondent 
was interested. That is an ever¬ 
present •tanger. and necessarily 
means that the King may not he-

freely as he would wish.

time amid papers, dispatches and memoranda, and in interviews with 
Ministers, officials and secretaries. This series of articles reveals the 
King in a role with which the public does not readily associate him.

work.

Not a few leltent received at 
the palace are concerned with 
gifts which the writers would 
like to offer to the King. Al¬ 
though. since early in Queen 
Victoria’s reign, there has been 
a strict rule on this subject, it is 1 
still unknown to a large number 
of people. The King, under this 
rule, does not accept gifts from 
individuals who are not person¬ 
ally known to him, no matter 
what the gift may be. The ac¬ 
ceptance of a gift necessarily 
puts the acceptor under an obli¬ 
gation to the giver, and it might 
thua happen that, if the Sover¬ 
eign were to accept such gifts, 
the person who made a gift 
would later approach His Ma¬ 
jesty with a request for a priv¬ 
ilege. In such circumstances. ‘ it 
would be embarrassing, if not 
actually impossible, for the 
King to refuse, and thus would 
be opened a way by which rich 
undesirables, smart rogues and 
social climbers could obtain the 
entre to court.

His Majesty allots a certain 
part of the day to the business 
of dealing with formal corres¬ 
pondence submitted by court of¬ 
ficials and by ministers, but 
when duties permit, he retires 
to his very simple study where 
lie spends many a quiet hour 
considering letters of a "hu¬ 
man” kind and - those which 
make a special appeal to his in¬ 
terest. He has written many 
scores of letters on housing and 
social topics, and when, in the 
fullness of time, his correspond¬ 
ence is collected and published, 
the world will know that not 
onlv was King George as ener¬ 
getic a correspondent as Queen 
Victoria, but that his knowledge 
of the life of his people was con¬ 
siderably more intimate. 

When Parliament is sitting 
there arrives each evening for 
the King, a letter from the 
Prime Minister summarizing the 
day's proceedings in Parliament. 
The King can hardly be expect¬ 
ed to read through the volumin¬ 
ous pages of Hansard to keep 


To-day, however, the practice 
is different. Except on those 
rare occasions when it is well- 
known that the King is merely 
the mouth-piece of the Govern¬ 
ment. His Majesty's speeches 
are of his own composition, and 
express his own thoughts. 

A NEW POLICY 

With the accession of King 
George the Fifth, there was in¬ 
augurated a new policy of clos¬ 
er personal touch between the 
Sovereign and his subjects, s 
policy which put sincerity be¬ 
fore expediency. 

Abundant evidence of the 
close bond existing between sov¬ 
ereign snd subjects is found in 
the enormous mail delivered at 
the Palace in which the King is 
in residence. On a recent after¬ 
noon, no less than two large

Every such letter is, however, 
carefully read, and if the sub¬ 
ject is within hia rights in ad¬ 
dressing the King, then the let¬ 
ter ultimately reaches His Ma¬ 
jesty, but even in such instances 
the correspondence must be 
passed first to one of the depart¬ 
ments. In theGovernment offices 
it is well understood what the 
King wishes to see and what 
communications have a special 
interest for him. The depart¬ 
ments are well aware of • the 
questions which have the 
King’s special sympathy, and 
they know, too, the kind of let¬ 
ter which Hia Majesty would 
wish to have brought to his per¬ 
sonal attention.

From 
that first spark of life, however, 
the author traces the continoit> 
pf development “lot tha count¬ 
less hosts of living beings whisk 
have marched aa a _ changing 
army down ' the dim vistas 
of geologic time.” 

“The Ways of Life” ia a 
painstaking 340-page summary 
of a vast and vitally interesting 


men. It ia an aDswer to the re¬ 
cent “ Plutarch Lied,” which 
discounts military leadership. 
One of the author’s heroes is 
Marshal Lyautey, now figuring 
in news of the Freneh-Moroc- 
can war.
